"Last year we responded 
to 236 fires uaused by fire¬ 
works. resulting in pixperty 
loss valued at $433,245,” said 
Acting County Fire Chief 
Stanley E. Barlow, "and,” 
the Chief added, “that’s 23 
per cent more than in 1975.’ 

Statistics In themselv e s 
are not always accurate be¬ 
cause many smaller fires 
started by fireworks are 
never reported, especially if 
fireworks are illegal in a 
particular community. Let’s 
look at known facts: Last 
year there were 158 structure 
fires caused by fireworks: 
of these 144 had wood 
shingle roofs; one structure 
fire originated in the leaves 
that the owner had allowed 
to gather an his composition 
roof; five fire fighters sus¬ 
tain^ injuries figh ting 
these fires; one fire fighter 
was killed while working on 
a Ventura County brush fire 
caused by fireworks; two 
civilians, a son and his 
mother, were injured due to 
dangerous fireworks; one 
civilian had a heart attack 
caused by pranksters with 
fireworks: one boat cauglit 
fire when fireworks were 
thrown into It and inumerous 
trees, shrubs and hushes 
were burned when seeming¬ 
ly “safe and sane” fireworks 
were thrown into them. 

Brush is dry, wood shingle 
roofs are dry and many 
bushes are dry with water 
in critically short supply . ■ 

. . Fire fighters could find 
themselves helpless to fight 
any major campaign fire 
should water be depleted. “It 
is up to the citizens of this 
County to prevent this kind 
of catastrophe from occur¬ 
ring,” said Chief Barlow. 

There are approved loca¬ 
tions where public fireworks 
displays will be exhibltecr 
that are handled by licensed 


professional pyrotechnlcians 
that citizens are urged to ai- 
tend. County fire officials 
and fire officials in other 
communities do net believe 
that there are so-called “safe 
and sane” fireworks. Fire¬ 
works generate extreme heat 
that can cause fires or ser 
ious bums . . . especially 
when mishandled. 

Fireworks purchased in 
certain cities may ONI-Y be 
fired off in those cities 
where they are purchased! 
All fireworks of ANY .kind, 
are illegal In Sierra Madre. 

Extra heavy patroll i n g 
will be maintain^ through¬ 
out the city of Sierra Madre 
during the Fourth of July 
by the Police and Fire De 
partments and citations will 
be Issued where appropriate. 

Above all, know your fire 
emergency number! Stickers 
with your lire and police 
emergency num b e r s are 
available at your lire and 
police stations. They are 
free for the asking. Get a 
sufficient number so that 
each extension phone has a 
sticker.

8200. PURPOSE. The purpose of 
this Chapter is to safeguard life, 
limb, property and public welfare 
by establishing minimum require¬ 
ments for regulating grading and 
procedures by which these re¬ 
quirements may be enforced.

9150 . DESIGNA-nON OF ZONES. 
In order to classify, regulate, re¬ 
strict and segregate the uses of 
land and buildings, to regulate 
and restrict the height and 
bulk of buildings and to regu¬ 
late the area of yards and other 
open spaced about buildings and 
to regulate the density of popu¬ 
lation. seven classes of zones are 
by this chapter established to 
be known as follows: 


Except: Fences or walls 
less than three feet in 
height located In any re¬ 
quired yard area, provided 
the same are not adjacent 
to any property line an do 
not interfere with, divert, 
block or channel surface 
water run-off. All fences 
and walls (regardless of 
height) adjacent to prop¬ 
erty lines and those which 
interfere with, divert, block 
or channel surface water 
run-off shall not be ex¬ 
cepted.

(l) Common Usable Recrea¬ 
tional Leisure Areas. A mini¬ 
mum of four hundred (400) 
square feet of common usable 
recreational - leisure space 
shall be provided for each 
dwelling.

If either 
the side or rear yards are 
adjacent to any residential 
zone or use. the minimum 
of ton (10) feet of the re¬ 
quired yards shall be land¬ 
scaped with specimen plant 
material and trees (mini¬ 
mum 15 gallon stock) ap¬ 
propriate In typo to create 
a solid plant screen sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the 
Planning Director and as 
represented on the ap¬ 
proved landscaping plan. 

(d) Building and site cover¬ 
age. Building coverage of any 
commercial area, parcel or lot 
shall not exceed eighty (80) 
percent of the area, parcel or 
lot exclusive of all existing 
or required streets. sidewaDcs 
and alleys. Building and site 
coverage Shall be that area 
occupied by roofed structures. 

(e) Height limit. Buildings 
within the commercial zone 
shall not exceed sixty (60) 
feet except, when within one 
hundred (100) feet of a resl- 
dential zone (they shall have 
a maximum height of thirty- 
five (35) feet. 

(f) Off - street parking. All 
off-streot parking uukU be pro¬ 
dded in accordance with the 
provisions of Part L hereof. 

(g) Landscaping. The provi¬ 
sions of Part L herein shall 
apply In addition to the fol¬ 
lowing: 

(1) All open areas with 
the exception of vehicular 
accessways and par king 
areas, pedestrian walkways 
and paved and/or covered 
recreatlmal facllltleB shall 
be landscaped and irrigat¬ 
ed. Such landscaping and 
Irrigation system shall be 
permanently maintained. If 
existing trees are removed 
due to site utiUzatlon or 
design dictates, each such 
removal shall require the 
replacement of a similar or 
acceptable substitute speci¬ 
men tree (minimum 30 
Inch box container size) 
elsewhere on the site. 

(2) All planted areas 
shall be surrounded by a 
curb of concrete or com¬ 
parable materials six (6) 
inches minimum above

vehicular or pedest r 1 a n 
traffic. Such wall shall be 
constructed of mason r y 
units not greater than six 
(6) Inches In height. A 
plant screen may be sub¬ 
stituted for the above, pro¬ 
vided: 

(I) Such Is of a 
species satisfactory for 
sight screening p u r - 
poses. 

(II) Such Is specimen 
stock at time of plant¬ 
ing.

(3) A mlnlmiun six (6) 
foot high decorative con¬ 
crete. or masoiuT or block 
wall shall be provided and 
maintained on the boun¬ 
dary of sny 0-1 premises 
which abuts or which lies 
across a public alley from 
a residential zone except In 
the front setback area 
where such wall shall not 
be higher than forty-two 
(42) Inches. 

(I) Refuse storage. All out¬ 
door trash, garbage and re¬ 
fuse storage areas shall be 
screened on all sides from 
public view by a minimum 5*,4 
foot high permanent wall In 
conformance with the archi¬ 
tectural design of the related 
buildings. Including a solid 
gate of durable wood or xom- 
parable material.

(m) Mechanical equipment. 
All ground merchanlcal equip¬ 
ment shall be completely 
screened behind a permanent 
structure and all roof top 
mechanical equipment shall be 
placed behind a permanent 
wall or scheenlng device and 
^ completely restricted from 
all view from toe groimd sur¬ 
face. 

(n) Underground utilities. 
All utilities shall bo under¬ 
ground.

must oe reviewed as a Con¬ 
ditional Use Permit In order 
to locate Industry In Its proper 
and available location In the 
region and prevent conflict 
with the high degree of resi¬ 
dential development existing 
In and around the City of 
Sierra Madre.

9652. PARKING REQUIRE¬

mission In the manner set forth 
In Section 9602 and such deter¬ 
mination shall be baaed upon 
the requleements for the most 
comparable use specified herein. 

9653. PARKING PROVISIONS 
MAY BE WAIVED BY COMMIS¬ 
SION. The Commission may. by 
resolution, waive or modify the 
provltions as herein set forth 
establishing required parking 
areas for uses such as electrical 
power generating plants, electri¬ 
cal transformer stations, utility or 
corporation .storage yards or 
other usee of a similar or like 
natiu*e requiring a very limited 
number at persons. 

9654. OFF-STREET PARKING 
DISTRICTS. 

(a) Whenever any land has 
been Included within an off- 
street parking district or - 
ganized pursuant to toe Park¬ 
ing District Law of 1943 or 
the Municipal Improvement 
Act of 1913 or any other such 
Improvement district, then 
such participating membera 
shall be exempted from the 
requirements of this part ac¬ 
cording to the following for¬ 
mula: 

The number of off-street 
parking speujes credited .shall 
equal the assessment attribu¬ 
table to such lot divided by 
the actual cost of each pok¬ 
ing space In such dlswct, 
Such cost to bo determined by 
the City Engineer upon the 
request of the Planning Direc¬ 
tor. Such credit, when so 
established, shall be and re¬ 
main appurtenant to. Md 
non-sevorable from, the 
cular property to which it re¬ 
lates. and no severed sale or 
transfer thereof shall bo re- 
oogntzod by the City. 

(b) In lieu of providing smy 
or all of toe off-street park¬ 
ing space required by this 
p^t. toe applicant for a 
building or zoning permit 
may pay to too City the sum 
of 92.000 per space required, 
and thereupon will be excused 
from toe requirements of this 
part to toe extent such de¬ 
posit Is made. The City shall 
maintain an "off-street park¬ 
ing fund” Into which all such 
deposits shall be made. Such 
funds shall be used exclusively 
for tho development of off- 
street parking facilities within 
the City In the respective 
vlcintlles from which the con¬ 
tributions were made: provided 
that If any such deposit Is 
not so utilized within a three- 
year period, the same shall be 
returned 'to the deposit o r. 
upon request. 

9655. GENERAL RE Q U I R E - 
MENTS. Tho foUowlng general re- 
aulremnts shall apply: 

(a) Vehicular Access. There 
shall be vehicular access from 
a dedicated and Improved 
street or alley to required off- 
street parktug faculties on the 
property where the off-street 
parking facilities are located. 

(1) In the R-3. R-P. C 
and M zones. 

(1) There ahall be 
• adequate vehicular ac¬ 

cess from a dedicated 
and Improved str e e t. 
service road, or alley, 
the design of which 
shaU be approved by 
the City Engineer to 
withstand commerc 1 a 1 
and Industrial usage. 

(U) In zones where 
Oommlsslcn review of a 
site plan Is required, 
toe Commis s 1 o n, by 
conditions e s t abllshed 
at the time of review of 
the site plan shall spe¬ 
cify the location and 
number of merms of 
Ingress and egress to 
property. 

(b) Location. Off - street 
parking faclUtles shaU be lo¬ 
cated os hereinafter specified, 
and further provided that 
when a parking lot la located 
on a site other than that on 
which toe facility being ser¬ 
ved Is located, an agreement 
approved by toe City Attorney 
reserving the site for parking 
purpoe.'s shaU be recorded In 
the office of the Los Angeles 
County Recorder. Where a 
distance Is specified, such 
distance shall be the walk¬ 
ing distance measured from 
the nearest point of the build¬ 
ing that such facility Is re¬ 
quired to serve: 

(1) For one. two, or mul¬ 
tiple - family dwell 1 n g s, 
parking facilities shall be 
located on toe same lot or 
building site as the build¬ 
ings they ore required to 
.serve. 

(2) For hospitals, sani¬ 
tariums, homes for the 
aged, asylums, orphanages, 
rooming houses, lodgl n g 
houses, club rooms, frater¬ 
nity and sorority houses, 
parking facilities shaU be 
located not more than one 
hundred fifty (150) feet 
from the buildings they are 
required to serve. 

(3) For uses other than 
those specified par king 
faculties shall be located 
not more than three h’un- 
dred (300) feet from the 
building they are required 
to serve. 

(4) AU "required" off- 

street parking as provided 
by toe provisions of this 
part, and located -within 
any front yard area, sit¬ 
uated between the front 
lot line and the front of 
any main buildings. In 
any R-l, R-1-11, B-1-15. 

R-2, or R-3 zones, or in the 
R-P zones when used for 
residential uses, shall be 
located only within garagec 


or carports otherwise com¬ 
plying with all applicable 
building, zoning and set¬ 
back laws and enclosed 
with at least three sides 
and a roof. 

(c) Mixed Occupancies in a 
Building. In the case of mixed 
uses In a building or on a 
lot. the total requirements for 
the various uses are computed 
separately. Off-street parking 
faclUtles for one use shall not 
bo considered as providing 
required parking faculties for 
any other use except as here¬ 
inafter specified for joint use. 

(d) Joint Use. The Planning 
Oommlsslon may. upon appli¬ 
cation by the owner or lessees 
of any property, authorize the 
joint use of parking facilities 
by the foUowlng uses or acti¬ 
vities under the conditions 
specified herein; 

(1) Up to fifty percent 
of the parking faculties 
required by this part for a 
use considered to be pri¬ 
marily a daytime use may 
be provided by the parking 
facilities of a use con¬ 
sidered ■to be primarily o 
nighttime •use; up to fifty 
percent of the parking 
facilities required by this 
part for a use considered 
to be primarily a night¬ 
time use may be provided 
by the parking faculties 
of a use considered to be 
primarily a daytime use. 
provided such reciprocal 
parking area shaU be sub¬ 
ject to conditions set forth 
In paragraph (4) below. 

(2) Up to one hundred 
percent of the parking 
facilities required by this 
pari for a church or for 
an auditorium Incidental 
to a public or parochial 
school nuiy be supplied by 
parking facilities of a use 
considered to be primarily 
a da 3 rtlme use. provided 
such reciprocal park ing 
area shall be subject to 
conditions set forth In 
paragraph (4) below. 


(3) The fallowing uses 
are typical daytime uses; 
banks, business offices, re¬ 
tail stores, personal service 
shops, clothing or shoe re¬ 
pair or service shops, 
manufacturing or wholesale 
buildings and similar user. 
•The following uses are 
typical of nighttime and/ 
or Sunday uses: audltor- 
l^ums. incidental to a pub¬ 
lic or parochial school, 
churches, dance halls, 
theaters and bars. 

(4) Conditions required 
for Joint use. 

(I) The buUdlng or 
use for which appUca- 
tlon Is being made for 
authmity to utilize the 
existing off-street park¬ 
ing faclUtles provided 
by another building or 
use. shall be located 
vrithln one hun d r e d 
fifty (150) feet of such 
parking faclUty. 

(II) The applicant 
shall show that there 
Is no substantial con¬ 
flict in the principal 
operating hours of tho 
building or uses for 
which toe joint use of 
off-street parking facili¬ 
ties Is proposed. 


(Ill) Parties concerned 
in the joint use of off- 
street parking facilities 
shall evidence agr e e - 
ment for such joint use 
by a proper legal In- 
otrument approved by 
the City Attorney as to 
form and content. Such 
insrumcnt. when ap¬ 
proved as conforming to 
the provisions of this 
chapter, shall be record¬ 
ed In the office of tho 
County Recorder and 
copies thereof filed with 
the Building Depart¬ 
ment and the Planning 
Commission. 


(e) Common Faculties. Com¬ 
mon parking faculties may be 
provided In lieu of toe indi¬ 
vidual requirements contained 
herein, but such facilities 
shall be approved by the 
Planning Commission as to 
size, shape and relationship to 
business (dtes to be served, 
provided the total of such off- 
street parking spaces, when 
used together, shall not be 
less than the sum of the 
various uses computed sep¬ 
arately. 

9656. DEVELOPMENT STAN¬ 
DARDS. The following develop¬ 
ment standards shall be applic¬ 
able to all newly created parking 
facllltleB and to faculties which 
are being substantially Improved 
or altered: 

(a) Design. 

(1) Design and develop¬ 
ment of all parking facllt- 
tles shall conform to the 
parking lot development 
design standards of Exhi¬ 
bits A. B and C, which 
are on file In the office of 
tho City Engineer. There 
requirements are of neces¬ 
sity expressed as mlmmum 
standards. 

(2) Unless otherwise pro¬ 
vided In this Code, no 
parking space either re¬ 
quired or otherwise shall 
be located In any required 
front yard or side yard. 
Covered space shall con¬ 
form to yard reqttlrements 
for accessory buildings. 

(3) Where such parking 
areas abut property classl- 

, fled for R uses It shall be 
separated theref r o m by 
solid ornamental masonry 
walls sdx feet In height 
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provided said walls, from 
the front property line to 
a depth equal to the re¬ 
quired front yard setback 
on the abutting B zone 
property, shall be 42 Inches 
In height. 

(4) Where a parking area 
Is across the street from R 
aone property, there shall 
be a border of appropriate 
landscaping not less than 
ten feet In depth, mea¬ 
sured from the s tr e e t 
right-of-way line along the 
street frontage and In ad¬ 
dition there shall be pro¬ 
vided a solid ornamental 
masonry wall three feet in 
height erected between the 
landscaped area and the 
paved parking area to pro¬ 
tect the character of the 
adjoining residential prop¬ 
erty. 


(5) Where a parking area 
abuts a public street there 
shall be a landscap e d 
border or not less than 
five feet In depth on the 
street side and a solid 
ornamental masonry wall 
three feet In height erect- 
d between the landscaped 
are.a and the paved parking 
area. 

(6) Whenever a required 
wall Is located within ten 
feet of a street or alley or 
would Interfere with safe 
egress from said property, 
that portion of the wall 
shall not exceed three feet 
In height. 

(7) Except In residential 
parking facilities with less 
than six spaces, parking 
spaces .shall be arranged so 
that vehicles need not back 
onto or across any public 
sidewalk for Ingress to. or 
egress from, said spaces. 

(81 Where no waU Is re¬ 
quired along the boundary 
of a parking area, there 
shall be a concrete curb, 
not less than .six inches in 
height, securely installed 
and maintained as a safe¬ 
guard to abutting property 
or public right-of-way. The 
barrier shall be not less 
than three feet from any 
property line of the sub- 
.'ect property. 

(9) All parking areas sub¬ 
ject to vehicular traffic 
shall be paved with either 
asphaltic pavement or con¬ 
crete pavement. Asphaltic 
pavement shall be placed 
to a minimum depth, after 
compaction, of Inches 

and a seal coating of coal 
tar pitch emulsion shall be 
applied to all asphalt sur¬ 
faces. This requlrem e n t 
shall not exclude the utili¬ 
zation of brick or special 
stones for decorative pur¬ 
poses. 


(10) All parking areas 
shall be graded and 
drained to prevent the col¬ 
lection of water. Water 
from parking areas con¬ 
taining six or more park¬ 
ing .spaces which 'drain to 
the street must be col¬ 
lected In a catch basin of 
adequate size and drained 
under the sidewalk and 
through the curb In a 
manner to be approved by 
the enty Engineer. 


(11) The planned circula¬ 
tion of vehicles In parking 
areas shall be arranged to 
permit vehicles to move 
Into and out of the 
ing area without backing 
on to a public right-of- 
way. Parking areas may use 
a public alley for thfPeu- 
vering provided siilflclent 
ai^o clearance to the op¬ 
posite side of the alley Is 

TTifuintfllned. 


(12) Circulation within 
the parkiDK areas shall n^ 
require re-entering a public 
street to lench another 
portion of the same park- 
1 n J? facility. Connection 
shall be provided between 
adjacent aisles within a 
parking facility. 

(1.3) All circulation ^th- 
in a parking area must be 
adequately marked and 
posted at all times with 
signs and painted 
together with any 
necessary directional 
to indicate one way travel 
and direction to exit. 


(14) Pedestrian access, 
having a minlJnum clear 
width of five feet, shall be 
provided between a re¬ 
quired pai’klng area and a 
normal entrance to any 
structure for which the 
parking Is furnished. Said 
acceee shall be as direct as 
reasonably practical. 


(14) All pedestrian walk¬ 
ways located within the 
parking area and crossing 
vehicular circulation 
routes shall be raised above 
the normal grade. 


(16) All pedestrian walk¬ 
ways shall be constructed 
of material equal to con¬ 
crete or better in quality, 
such as brick, exposed and 
polished aggregate and In¬ 
laid stone. Timber Inlays 
are prohibited. 

(17) Appropriate en¬ 
trance. exit and directional 
signs shall be posted and 
maintained. Exits from 
parking lots shall be clear¬ 
ly posted with stop signs. 

(18) Each entrance and 
exit to the parking lot 
shall be constructed and 
maintained so that any 
vehicle entering or leaving 
the parking lot shall be 
clearly visible at a distance 
of not less than ten feet 
to a person approaching 
such enrance or exit on 
any pedcctrlan walk or foot 
path. 

(b) Planting. Planting In 
parking lots shall conform 
with the following standards: 

(1) Where more than 
twelve automobile spaces 
exist or are required on a 
lot or paicel of land, no 
leas than three percent of 
the Interior lot area shall 
be landscaped; except for 
parking lots used in con¬ 
junction with apartment 
buildings. At least one 
tree for every ten spaces or 
major fraction thereof shall 
be included in the develop¬ 
ment of land scaping. 
Planting along the peri¬ 
meter of a parking lot will 
not be considered as a 
part of the three percent 
interior landscaping. All 
open areas between any 
wall and the property line 
shall be permanently land¬ 
scaped and maintained. 

(2) Where driveways or 
parking areas abut private 
property there shall be pro¬ 
vide a landscaped border 
throe feet In width and in 
addiUon there shall be pro¬ 
vided therein large trees 
spaced 50 feet on center. 

(3) All landscaped planter 
beds shall be bordered by 
a concrete ctirb not less 
than six Inches In height 
adjacent to the parking 
surface. Planter beds shall 
have an average width of 
not less than three feet 
and not less than eighteen 
square feet In area. 

(4) A five foot minimum 
width landscaped planter 
bed is required on all sides 
of the parking lot bounded 
by public street or alley. 


except those areas devoted 
to walks or driveways run¬ 
ning perpendicular to said 
street or alley. 


(5) Planting areas should 
be distributed throughout 
the entire lot as evenly as 
possible. Any plot plans 
showing the three percent 
landscaping in one or two 
lat^c planting beds or 
concentrated on only one 
portion of the parking lot 
shall not be acceptable. 
Variatlcn.s from this pat¬ 
tern may be granted when 
a different pattern woul 
result In an overall aesthe¬ 
tic Improvement of the 
project. Innovation In de¬ 
sign of the parking spaces 
shivll be used for planting 
purposes. 

(6) A sprinkler sy.stem 
shall bo Installed in all 
landscaped areas to insure 
proper mainten a n c e of 
planting and landscaping. 
Hoso bibs within one hun¬ 
dred feet of all land.scaped 
areas may be substituted 
for a sprinkler system. 

(7) Where trees already 
eorist on the property, the 
design should make the 
bs^ use of this growtli 
and shade. Such trees shall 
be protected by a tree well 
with a diameter sufficient 
to Insure their continued 
growth. The three percent 
interior lot area landscap¬ 
ing standard included in 
this section may be re¬ 
duced to compen-sate for 
the retention of such trees. 


(8) Wherever a center 
divider sepaartes parking 
stalls ffxclng each other, 
tree wells shall be estab¬ 
lished not more than 50 
feet apart for large trees 
nor more than 30 f€^et for 
small and medium sice 
trees. 

(9) Hose bibs shall be 
located In not more than 
200 foot Intervals to allow 
for hose watering reinforce¬ 
ment to the system. 

(c) Maintenance. 


(1) All planting shall be 
permanently and regularly 
maintained free of debris 
and shall be maintained 
In accordance with a pro¬ 
gram outlined and accepted 
by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 


(2) All parking areas 
shall be kept clean and free 
of dust, mud or trash. 

(3) All outdoor, trash, 
.garbage and refuse storage 
areas shall be screened on 
all sides from public view 
by a minimum five foot 
high decorative concrete 
block or masohry wall and 
shall otherwise conform 
with the regulation per¬ 
taining to wall height. 

(d) LighUng. 

(1) All commercial oi 
professional facility parking 
areas used after dark, cou- 
tainijig six or more spaces, 
sh.ill have ample lighting. 

(2) No lighting standards 
shall exceed the height of 
twelve feet to the bottom 
of the reflector. Lighting 
shall be hooded and .*0 ?.»■- 
ranged and controlled so as 
not to cause a nuisance 
either to highway traffic or 
to the living environment. 

(e) Permissable alternates. 
When the shape, size and lo¬ 
cation of any parking lot used 
primarily for employee park¬ 
ing in any IndiLstrlal districts 
makes the above regulations 
Impractical, the following al¬ 
ternate set of standards may 
be substituted for standards 
established: 


(1) The landscaping re¬ 
quirements may be reduced 
by 50 percent; or 


(2) Perimeter landsca¬ 
ping only may be required 
where any parking lot Is 
le6.s than one acre with 
an avemge depth of not 
more han 120 feet and is 
not adjacent to or visible 
from a street or thorough¬ 
fare or residential premises. 
Perimeter landscaping shall 
meet the following mini¬ 
mum requirements: 


(i) All perimeter 
planters shall have a 
minimum depth of five 
feet with a solid decora¬ 
tive masonry wall of 
five feet In height con¬ 
structed adjacent to the 
parking lot. Trees and 
.'jultable ground cover 
meeting the standards 
and specifications adop¬ 
ted by he City shall be 
plants therein. 


()i) Planters with a 
minimum depth 20 
feet may be substituted 
for the masonry wall re¬ 
quired in this section 
and shall meet standard 
specifications adopted 
by the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 


(f) Parking lot permit. To 
insure compliance with the 
standards set out in his sec- 
ion and established traffic en¬ 
gineering piactlces. any one 
constructing or substantially 
Improving or altering a park¬ 
ing lot containing five stalls 
or more, whether separate or 
in conjunction with a struc¬ 
ture. shall obtain a parking 
lot permit from the Director 
of Planning. Prior to Is¬ 
suance of a parking lot per¬ 
mit, the following administra¬ 
tive procedures in plot plan 
requirements shall be met: 


(1) Submit plot plan con¬ 
taining: 

(1) Owner’s name, 
current ackire s s and 
phone number. 

(U) Scale of the plot 
plan, not smaller than 
one Inch equals twenty 
feet. 

(Ill) North point at 
top of page. 

(iv) All adjacent 
streets, alleys, buildings, 
areas, landscaping and 
walls. 

(v) Sidewalks, curbs, 
gutters, driveways, and 
street trees. 


(vl) Ijocation. dimen¬ 
sion and height of 
buildings' and struc¬ 
tures and number of 
stores or feet in total 
floor area. 

(vll) Complete dimen¬ 
sional parking lot lay¬ 
out. 

(viil) All parking 
traces, wheel bumpers 
and directional arrows 
clearly marked. 

(lx) The type and 
thickness of the paving 
for parking areas and 
walkways. 


(x) A complete grad¬ 
ing and drainage plan. 

(xi) Proposed lighting 
system. 


(xll) The botanical 
names and com m o n 
names of the plants and 
trees to be used and the 
size, quantity, and spac¬ 
ing of each tree, plant 


or shrub to be planted. 


(xill) A satisfactory 
method of Irrigation for 
all planted areas. This 
may be manual or auto¬ 
matic sprinkler system 
but conslderat Ion of 
laying out the watering 
system shall be given to 
water pressure, pipe 
sizes, types of Irriga¬ 
tion, sprinkler heads, 
hose bibs, and volume 
of water required for 
areas to be irrigated. 


(xlv) All Industrial or 
commercial plot plans 
shall Include maximum 
number of employees 
on largest shift, num¬ 
ber and type of com¬ 
pany vehicles and load¬ 
ing docks and doors on 
buildings. 

(XV) Landscape and 
iri^ation plans must be 
prepared and signed by 
an architect or regis¬ 
tered landscape archi¬ 
tect. 


(xvl) Submit in detail 
a complete schedule of 
molntc nance of all 
landscaping, l.e., state 
how many days of the 
month a gardener will 
attend to landscaping. 


(xvU) Submit a sche¬ 
dule of parking lot sur¬ 
face maintenance 1 n - 
eluding types of sweep¬ 
ing equipment to be 
used. 


(2) Administrative regu¬ 
lations and information: 

(i) The fee for a 
parking lot permit Is 
$25.00. 

(11) A parking lot 
permit req u i re s the 
written approval of the 
City Planner after ap¬ 
proval by the Planning 
Commission. 

(Ui) Staff level deci¬ 
sions may be appealed 
to the Planning (iJora- 
mlsslon. 


(Iv) Diagrams of typi¬ 
cal parking lot land¬ 
scaping layouts are on 
flic In the office of the 
C?ity Planner. 

(g) Temporary parking lots. 
Permits for temporary park¬ 
ing lots which need not meet 
the full standards for per¬ 
manent lots may be issued 
and renewed on a six-month 
basis to cover a period not to 
exceed three years; provld^ 
that a plot plan Is submitt^ 
as required above; and pro¬ 
vided that the facility Is sur¬ 
faced and continuously main¬ 
tained dirt, dust and weed 
free; that exising plant ma¬ 
terials arc maintained; and 
that a bond in an amoimt 
to be determined by the CTlty 
Engineer be posted to insure 
the full compliance of the lot 
to the standards of this sec¬ 
tion or its removal at the end 
of the tempe-rary permit per¬ 
iod. 

9657. COMPREHENSIVE PLAN¬ 
NED FACILITIES. Area may be 
exemped from the parking re¬ 
quirements as otherwise set up 
In this part, provided: 

(a) Such areas shall be ac¬ 
curately defined by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission after proces¬ 
sing in the same manner re¬ 
quired for an amendment to 
the Zoning Code. 

(b) No such district may be 
established and exempted from 
the provisions of Sect Ion 
9651. unless sixty percent or 
more of ell record lots com¬ 
prising such proposed district 
are devoted to uses first per¬ 
mitted In a "C” or *‘M” zone. 

(c) Such exemptions shall 
apply only to uses first per¬ 
mitted In the “C” or “M” 
zones. 

(d) Before such defined dis¬ 
trict shall be exempted as 
provided In this section, active 
proceedings under any applic¬ 
able legislative authority shall 
be Instituted to assure that 
the exempted area shall be 
provided with comprehensive 
parking facilities which will 
reasonably serve the entire 
dlsMct.

SIGNS 

9700. DEFINITIONS. Unless It U 
apparent from the context that 
another meaning Is intended, the 
following words when used here¬ 
in shall have the meaning at¬ 
tached to them by this section. 

(a) Abandoned Business 
Signs shall mean any sign or 
sign structure now or here¬ 
after existing which no longer 
advertises a bonaflde business 
conducted or a product avail¬ 
able for purchase by the pub¬ 
lic on the property or premises 
upon which said sign Is lo¬ 
cated. 


(b) Advertising Sign shall 
mean any sign which con¬ 
tains information other than 
the legal name of the business 
as stated in he business li¬ 
cense issued by the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

(c) Animated Sign shall 
mean a sign or part thereof 
which Is designed or utilized 
to attract attention through 
the movement or appearance 
of movement of the whole or 
any part of the sign. 

(d) Area of Signs shall mean 
the surface space within a 
clngle continuous perimeter 
containing the sign message 
together with any frame, ma¬ 
terial or color forming an 
Integral part of the display, 
but excluding support struc¬ 
tures and incidental parts not 
drawing attention to the sub¬ 
ject matter. 


(e) Attraction Board shall 
mean a sign so constructed 
that all letters and/or other 
advertising material can read¬ 
ily be Interchanged. 

(f) Awning shall mean a 
permanent or temporary struc¬ 
ture attached to and wholly 
supported by a building, and 
installed over or In front of 
openings or windows In a 
building, and consisting of a 
fixed or movable frame and a 
top of canvas or other similar 
material covering the entire 
space enclosed between the 
frame and the building. 

(g) Canopy shall mean and 
include a structural, orna¬ 
mental roof-llke appendage, 
freestanding or attached to a 
building, including roof over¬ 
hangs. but excepting awnings. 

(h) Double-Faced Sign shall 
mean a single sign structure 
having two sign face areas, 
with each face oriented up to 
180 degrees from the other. A 
sphere or other Irregular shape 
shall be measured by its pro¬ 
jection or sight area. 


(1) Clearance shall mean 
the vertical distance between 
the bottom of a sign and the 
finished grade below the sign. 


(j) Face of Building shall 
mean the gennal outer sur¬ 
face of the main exterior wall 
of any building, not in¬ 
cluding cornices, bay windows 
and other ornamental trim. 

(k) Freestanding Sign shall 
mean and Include either a 
single or double face sign sup¬ 
ported by one ’ or more posts 
erected on the ground. 

(l) Identification Sign shall 
mean a sign which contains 
only fcho legal name of the 
business as stated In the busi¬ 
ness license Issued by the 
City of Sierra Madre. 

(m) Illuminated Sign shall 
mean a lighted sign which has 
a source of light on the sur¬ 
face of the sign or in the 
interior of the sign itself. 

(n) Indirectly Lighted Sign 
shall mean a sign which is 
illuminated from a remote 
location. 


(o) Marquee shall mean a 
permanent, fixed canopy at¬ 
tached to and wholly sup¬ 
ported by a building, and ex¬ 
tending wholly or in part over 
a public right-of-way. 

(p) Neighborhood Shopping 
Centers shall mean thr^ or 
more businesses, with separate 
entrancss. which function as 
an Int^ral unit on a single 
parcel and which utilize com¬ 
mon off-street parking and 
acoass. 


„ (a) Outdoor Advertising 
Structure shall mean a sign 
which has a flat surface sign 
space open upon which adver¬ 
tising may be posted, painted 
CM* .affixed, and which Is pri¬ 
marily designed for the rental 
or lease of such sign space for 
advertising not relating to the 
use of the property upon 
which the sign exists. 

(r) Political Signs shall 
moan any sign concemlnK 
candidates for political office 
or involving a ballot Issue. 

(8) Painted Signs shall mean 
and Include any sign which 
Incorporates or utilizes no 
other materials than paint, 
located on any building sur¬ 
face excepting windows. 


(t) Projecting Sign shall 
mean a sign, the surface of 
which Is not parallel to the 
face of the supporting wall 
and which Is supported wholly 
by such wall. Signs on mar¬ 
quees which extend over the 
right-of-way that are placed 
so as not to be parallel with 
the street shall be considered 
projecting signs. This defini¬ 
tion shall include "V” or 
wing-type signs. 

(u) Roof Sign shall mean 
any sign erected upon or over 
the roof or parapet of any 
building and suppr ted In 
whole or In part by the build¬ 
ing. ixavlng either a single or 
double sign face. 

(V) Sign shall mean any de¬ 
vice for visual communication, 
including any announcement, 
declaration, display. Illustra¬ 
tion or Insignia, which Is used 
to advertise or promote the 
products or services of any 
person, business group or en¬ 
terprise available on the lot 
where located. Architectural 
features consisting of on In¬ 
tegral structural part of a 
building shall not be con¬ 
sidered a sign. 


(w) Sign Height shall mean 
the vertical distance mea¬ 
sured from the ground level 
to the top of the sign. 


(X) Temporary Sign shall in¬ 
clude any permitted sign, ban¬ 
ner. pennant, valance or ad¬ 
vertising display constructed 
of cloth, canvaa, light fabric, 
card board, wall board, or 
other light materials with or 
without frames. All other signs 
shall be deemed non-tempor¬ 
ary. 

(v) Wall Sign shall mean 
and Include any sign affixed 
to the wall of any building 
or structure. In esseffittally a 
flat position on the wall. 

(z) Window' Sign shall mean 
and include any sign painted 
on or affixed to a wrlndow. 


9701. PROHIBITED SIGNS. The 
following signs shall be pro¬ 
hibited: 


(a) Rotating, moving, flash¬ 
ing or blinking signs except 
timo and temperature signs 
and other public service signs 
which may produce a chang¬ 
ing message wrlth lights, sub¬ 
ject to approval of the Plan¬ 
ning Oommlsclon. 

(b) Animated signs. 

(3) All signs on awnings. 
There shall be no advertising 
matter painted, placed or In¬ 
stalled on awnings. 


(d) Signs on public prop¬ 
erty or right-of-way unless 
otherwise authorized wrlthin 
this ordinance. 


(e) All “off-site” signs. 

(f) Outdoor adver ti s 1 n g 
structures, defined herein and 
commonly called “billboards.” 

(g) Signs employing exposed 
neon tubing. 

(g) Signs painted on the 
surface of buildings. 

(1) Abandoned business 
signs; 

9702. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
The following general sign usage 
provisions and regulations shall 
apply. The basic Intent is to 
protect the public and property 
owners against a downgrading of 
aesthetic and property values. 
Therefoi'e. the additional sign 
usage authorized herein shall be 
strictly construed in its applica¬ 
tion. 


(a) Signs facing pri v a t e 
property prohibited. All signs 
authorized hereunder must be 
placed on the side of property 
facing on public right-of-way. 

(b) Required information on 
signs. Every sign shall con¬ 
tain the name of the maker, 
date of erection and the per¬ 
mit number. Such information 
shall be clearly eligible and In 
a conspicuous place on each 
sign. 

(c) Trade construction signs. 
One sign advertising the var¬ 
ious construction trades shall 
be permitted on construction 
sites. 9uch signs shall not ex¬ 
ceed twenty-four (24) square 
feet in area, and shall be re¬ 
moved before a certificate of 
occupancy Is issued. 

(d) Proper maintenance of 
signs. The user, owmer or 
lessee of a sign authorized 
hereunder shall maintain such 
sign in conformity wrlth the 
provisions of this chapter. A 
sign which Is not In repair 
and in good condition Ls a 
nuisance and shall be abated. 

(o) “No Trespassing” signs. 
A no trespassing or dumping 
sign not exceeding three 
square feet shall be authorized 
for each parcel of property In 
addition to other authorized 
signs and shall be located and 
designed thereon in conformity 
writh the provisions of this 
chapter. 

(f) Freestanding sign height. 


Unless otherwise specified, the 
maximum heights for free¬ 
standing signs shall be twenty 
(20) feet. 

(g) Painted window signs ~ 
size reduction. If a pointed 
wrlndow sign or signs are used 
for identification purposes, 75 
percent of the otherwise auth¬ 
orized total sign area shall be 
permitted but in no case mny 
the sign or signs exceed 10 
percent of the total wrlndow 
area. 


(h) Projecting signs ~ size 
reduction If a projecting 
sign or signs are us^ for 
Identification purpo see. 75 
percent of the otherwise auth¬ 
orized total sign area shall be 
permitted. 


(i) Projection of signs. The 
following schedule shall be ap¬ 
plied to those signs which pro¬ 
ject over public right-of-way 
excepting those project Ing 
signs mounted on marquees.

(1 1 Signs mounted on mar¬ 
quees. Signs may be mounted 
In the side and face peri¬ 
meter of marquees provided 
that those signs do not pro¬ 
ject marc than one (1) foot 
above said marquees. Signs 
mounted on the sides of mar¬ 
quees shall not project toward 
the street furthm* than the 
marquee. Signs may be mount¬ 
ed under marquees provided 
that the cleorance be a mini¬ 
mum of eight (8) feet. 


(k) Glare from signs. All il¬ 
luminated signs in all zonos 
shall bo designed In such 
manner as to avoid undue 
gis^e or reflection of light on 
private property In the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

(l) Political sign regulations. 
Applicants for political signs 
as defined herein shall com¬ 
ply with the foliowring require¬ 
ments ; 

(1) The applicant shall 
post a one hundred 
($100.00) dollar cash bond 
with the City to guarantee 
removal of the political 
signs. 


(2) Each sign shall not 
exceed five (5) square feet 
in area. 


(.3) Such signs shall not 
be nailed to trees, fence 
posts, or public utility 
podos rJid 55haU not be lo¬ 
cated In the public right- 
of-way. 


(4) All political signs 
shall be removed within 
10 days after the election 
or bond posted shall he 
forfeited and the City shall 
use whatever part of the 
bond money as Is necessary 
for removal. Any amoimt 

’ of the bond remaining 
shall be refunded upon re¬ 
quest mode within 90 daj:^ 
aft3T the election. 

(5) The one himdred 
($100.00) dollar bond re¬ 
quirement herein shall also 
apply to signs located at 
campaign or party head¬ 
quarters. 

(6) No fee or permit shall 
be required for the right 
to erect political signs. 

9703. SIGN REGULATIONS PER 

ZONE. R-1, R-2 zones _ no sign 

permit shall be required for the 
following: 

(vl) A nameplate not exceed¬ 
ing one (1) square foot In area 
containing the name and ad¬ 
dress of occupant of the 
premises. 

(b) One unllghted sign not 
exceeding six (6) square feet 
in area pertaining only to the 
sale, lease or hire of the par¬ 
ticular building, property or 
premlsee upon which dis¬ 
played. 

9704. R-3 ZONE. No sign pennlt 
shall be req'uired for the follow¬ 
ing: 


(a) One nameplate per unit 
not exceeding one (1) square 
foot In area containing the 
name and adress of the oc¬ 
cupant of the premises. 

(b) One sign with the name 
and address of the building 
not to exceed two and (Hie- 
half ( 2 V 2 ) square feet in area. 

(c) One sign not to exceed 
nine (9) square feet In area, 
pertaining only to sale, lease 
or hire of only the particular 
building, property or premises 
upon which displayed. 

(d) One sign not to exceed 
twelve (12) square feet in area 
giving information on avail¬ 
ability of rentals on multiple 
dwellings, hotels, clubs, lodges 
and similar permitted uses. 

9105. R-3 ZONE. PTRMIT RE¬ 
QUIRED. A sign permit shall be 
required for the following: 

(a) One identification sign 
not exceeding twenty (20) 
square feet in area for mul¬ 
tiple dwellings, hotels, clubs, 
lodges and similar permitted 
uses. 


9706. R-P ZONE. No sign per¬ 
mits shall be required for the 
following: 

(a) One nameplate per 
dwelling unit or office not ex¬ 
ceeding one (1) square foot in 
area containing the name and 
address of the occupant of 
the premises 


(b) One .sign with the name 
and addi'ces of the building 
not to exceed two and one- 
half i2\^) square feet in area. 

(c) One sign not to exceed 
nine (9) square feet in area 
pertaining only to the sale, 
leas 3 or hire of only the par¬ 
ticular building, property or 
premises upon which dis¬ 
played. 

(d) One sign not to exceed 
twelve (12) square feet in 
area, giving Information on 
availability of rentals on mul¬ 
tiple dwellings, professional 
offices and similar permitted 
uses. 

9707. R-P ZONE. PERMITS RE¬ 
QUIRED. Sign permits shall be 
required for the following: 

(a) One Identification sign 
not exceeding twenty (20) 
square feet In area for mul¬ 
tiple dwellings, professional 
buildings and similar permit¬ 
ted uses. 

9708. C. M ZONES. Except as 
ctherwlse provided In this Code, 
each business shall be limited to 
one main sign with emphasis on 
identification rather than adver¬ 
tising. Sign area shall be deter- 
nilned by building front foot¬ 
age. ^ 

(a) Sign area. One and one- 
half (IV 2 ) square feet of sign 
area per lineal foot of front¬ 
age; 25 percent of which may 
be used for advortislDg. 


each street which It faces, pro¬ 
vided that the areas may not 
bo accumulated on one right- 
of-way and shall not exceed 
the allowe^l area on any ons 
right-of-way. 

(c) Sale and rental signs. 
Oommercial and manufactu¬ 
ring properties shall be auth- 
calzed one for sale or rent 
sign while the property Is 
actually for soie or rent. These 
slgn.s shall not exceed two (2) 
square feet In area and shall 
be designed and located in a 
manner approved by the Plan¬ 
ning and Engineering Associ¬ 
ate and In conformity with 
the provliscms of this chapter. 
No permit is required for these 
signs. 


9709. C. M ZONES — SPECIAL 
CONDITIONS AND USES. 

(a) Second story businesses. 
Businesses maintained exclu¬ 
sively on the second floor of 
a two story building shall he 
entitled to 50 per cent of the 
total sign aiCA as designated 
by the front footage of said 
building, provided that In no 
case chall the combined total 
area Df signs for all business 
on the second floor exceed 
50% of the total authorize 
sign area. 


(b) Listing of business as- 
socittd. In addition to the 
other sign usage authorized 
herein, each separate business 
shall be allowed, on or behind 
windows facing the public 
view, a sign Indicating the 
owners, opereters or business 
assoolatee exercising the use. 
provided that such leering 
shall be enclosed within a 
single area and shall not ex¬ 
ceed a total of two (2) square 
feet. 


(c) Gasoline senice 8tatk>ns. 
No outdoor advertising signs 
or structures shall be permit¬ 
ted except as provided in sub¬ 
sections (1), (2). (3) and (4) 
of this section as follows: 

(1) Identification signs 
or structures which may be 
each of the following: 

(1) Identification signs 
may be located on or 
Incorporated within the 
pump island can o p y 
structures. These signs 
shall not project above

(.1) Flags, banners, spin¬ 
ners and similar adverti¬ 
sing devices shall not oe 
permitted except as provid¬ 
ed in Section 9718 (tem¬ 
porary sign permits). 

(4) Two (?) rate or price 
signs. Such signs shall not 
exceed three (3) feet in 
width and four (4) feet in 
height. 

(d) Signs 111 neighborhood 
shopping centers. In addition 
to the sign area allowed for 
Individual businesses, .shop¬ 
ping .'enters shall be allowed 
one double-faced. Indirectly 
lighted Identification sign. 
S^d sign snail be allowed 
twenty-five (25) square feet 
per side and shall have a 
maximum height of ten (10) 
feet. In addition, for those 
shopping centers containing 
more than one acre of land 
area, said sign shall be al¬ 
lowed an additlonad ten (10) 
square feet of sign per acre, 
but shall not exceed fifty (50) 
square feet per side nor ex¬ 
ceed ten (10) feet In height. 
Said sign may not be erected 
without having proper ap¬ 
proval as provided herein. 


9710. REVIEW BY PLANNING 
COMMISSION. Review by the 
Planning OommJrsion shall be re¬ 
quired for the design and loca¬ 
tion of principal signs in excess 
of forty (40) square feet, all 
si^ns projecting above the top of 
building line, and all freestanding 
Flgns regardless of area. All other 
signs shall bo similarly reviewed 
by the Planning Director provid¬ 
ed, however, that either the ap¬ 
plicant or the Planning Director 
can request review by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

9711. SIGNS FOR PUBLIC AND 
QUASI-PUBLIC USES. Directional 
and public convenience Mgns for 
public and ouasl-publlc uses 
may be permitted on public 
property. The design must con¬ 
form to standard directional sign 
speclflcttions. Tne totol number 
of signs allowed shall be based 
on the minimum number neces¬ 
sary for adequate public Identifi¬ 
cation as determined by the 
Planning Commission. 


9712. SIGNS FOR PUBLIC 
SAFETY AND CONVENIENCE. 
Whcni deemed neccosarv. the 
Planning Director or his auth¬ 
orized representative may order, 
oothorlze and approve signs not 
to exceed five (5) square feet per 
face to serve the public safety 
or convenience, such as “En¬ 
trance” signs, “Exit” signs. “Of¬ 
fice” signs, “Parking” signs and 
the like. 

9713. PERMITS REQUIRED. It 
shaJl be unlawful for any per¬ 
son. firm or corporation to auth¬ 
orize. erect, construct, maintain, 
move, alt^ change place, mispend 
or attach any sign within this 
City other than one legally 
existing prior to the effective 
date of this ordinance, except In 
compliance with all of the ap¬ 
plicable provisions of this chap¬ 
ter including obtalnl n g any 
building and/or electrical per¬ 
mits which may be required. 

9714. APPLICATION FOR SIGN 
PERMITS. Application for sign 
permits shall be made upon 
forms provided by the Planning 
Dldcxjtor and shall be accom¬ 
panied by the following material. 

(a) The name, address and 
telephone number of the prop¬ 
erty owner, permit applicant 
(owner of the sign) and the 
sign contraceor, if tny. 

(b) Two copies of a plan 
and elevations showing: 


(1) Sign height, size, 
color, type, style, elervation 
above final grade level, me¬ 
thod of Illumination and 
materials for the proposed 
sign. 


(b) Frontag on two or more 
streets. A business In a build¬ 
ing facing on more than one 
right-of-way shall be allowed 
the authorized sign area on 


(2) Ijocation, size and 
height of all signs and 
structures existing on the 
premises at the time of 
making such application. 


(3) Position of sign and 
its relation to adjacent 
buildings or structures. 


(c) Such other information 
as the Director may require 
to show full compliance with 
this and all other ordinance-^ 
of the City of Sierra Madre. 

9715. APPLICATION FEES. At 
the tlnw an application for a 
.sign permit is submitted, the ap¬ 
plicant shall pay a fee In the 
following amount: 


(a) Signs up to fifty 
(50) square feet 

in area . $ 5.00 

(b) Signs fifty (50) 

to ninety-nine (99) 
square feet . 10.00 

(c) Signs one hundred 
(100) square feet 

or more . 20.00 


9716. DOUBLE PERMIT FEE. 
The applicable fee for a sign per¬ 
mit shall be doubled when the 
installation of a sign Is com¬ 
menced before obtaining a permit. 
Applicants will also be subject 
to double fes for building and/or 
electrical permits. 

9717. REVIEW OF SION APPLI¬ 
CATIONS. 

(a) Staff Review. All slgn.s 
shall be reviewed by the Plan¬ 
ning Department. The staff 
may approve, approve with 
modification, or deny any per¬ 
mit subject to the criteria of 
Sub-Section C of this section. 
Saff decision may be appealed 
to the Planning Commission. 


(b) Planning Commission 
R^ew. Where specifically re¬ 
quire herein the Planhlng 
Commission shall review any 
tigu application and shall 
therof approve, approve with 
m<^flcatlon. or deny said 
application. Any decision of 
the Planning (Commission shall 
be final unless appealed to the 
City Coimcll as provided here¬ 
in. 


(c) Review Criteria. The ap- 
prbpriate reviewing body shall 
appro'/e only those signs which 
are found to meet the follow¬ 
ing criteria 

(1) Is necessary for the 
applicant’s enjoyment of 
substantial trade and prop¬ 
erty rights. 

(2) Is consistent with the 
Intents and purposes ol 
this ordinance. 


(3) Does not constitute a 
detriment t6 the public 
health, safety and welfare. 

(4) Size, shape, color and 
placement of the sign is 
compatible with and bears 

an harmonious relationship 
to the building it identi¬ 
fies. 


(5) Both the location of 
tho proposed sign and the 
design of its visual ele¬ 
ments: lettering, colors, de¬ 
corative motifs, spacing 
and proportions shall be 
legible under normal view¬ 
ing conditions prevailing 
where the sign Is to be In¬ 
stalled. 


(6) The location and de¬ 
sign of the proposed sign 
will not ob.scure from view, 
or unduly detrart from ex¬ 
isting adjacent signs. 

(7) The location and de¬ 
sign of the proposed slen, 
Ita size, shape and color 
will not detract from or 
cause depreciation of the 
value of adjaemt developed 
properties. 

(6) The location and de¬ 
sign of a proposed sign in 
a cc^mmerciol or manufac¬ 
turing district In close 
proximity to any “R” dis¬ 
trict will not have any ad¬ 
verse effect on the value 
and character of the ad¬ 
jacent “R“ district. 

9718. TEMPORARY SIGN PER¬ 
MITS. A temporary sign permit 
shall be issued by the Planning 
Department subject to the provl- 
siens of Section 9713 - 9717 for 
the following uses: 

(a) Temporary 15-day signs. 
A temporary sign permit shall 
bo Issued for temporary port¬ 
able signs, special signs and 
advertising devices such as 
flogs, banners and business or 
commodity Identification signs 
for businesses and commodi¬ 
ties that arc not of a seasonal 
nature for a period of time 
not exceeding fifteen 15) days 
from installation of the sign 
or device. Such permits shall 
not be granted to the same 
business or location more than 
two times during any one 
year. This 15-day time period 
shall be concurrent with and 
not in addition to any 45-day 
permit. 


(b) Temporary 45-day signs. 
Temporary sign permits may 
be granted for a period of 
time not exceeding 45 days 
from the date of installatlou 
of the device and shall not be 
granted to the- same business 
or location more than twice 
•during any one year. The two 
permitted time periods shall 
not be granted consecutively 
but shall be separated by a 
time period of not lees than 
60 days. A temporary 45-day 
sign permit shall be issued 
for the. following special signs: 

(1) One 4x6 foot tem¬ 
porary pcrteble type sign 
advertising special goods, 
services or products offered 
on the site.

(3) Special signs or ban¬ 
ners mounted on the exter¬ 
ior wall of a building or 
structure which do not oc¬ 
cupy more than 10 peQ*c.>nt 
of the wall area exclusive 
of windows or door open¬ 
ings upon which the sign 
la located. 


9719. AMORTIZATION SCHE¬ 
DULE. Slgm which are rendered 
nonconforming by reason of the 
application therto of the provi¬ 
sions of this ordinance must be 
removed or modified so as to 
conform with the provisins of 
this chapter within the following 
periods of time measured from 
the effective date of Ordinance

9721. At the time notice of the 
hearing is given to the appel¬ 
lant as required herein, he Plan¬ 
ning Director shall also notify 
the appellant to furnish all of 
the above specified Information to 
the Commission, at or before the 
time of hearing. Failure of the 
appellant to provide any or all 
of the required information shall 
be grounds for the Immediate dis¬ 
missal of said appeal.

9750. HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 
ON THROUGH LOTS. On through 
lots one hundred fifty (150) feet 
or less in depth, the height of 
a building un such lot may be 
mea5mred from the sidewalk 
level on the street on which the 
building fronts. On through lota 
of more than one hundred fifty 
feet in depth, the height regula¬ 
tions and bosds of height mea¬ 
surements for the street permit¬ 
ting the greater height shall apply 
to a deptli of not more than one 
hundred fifty feet from that 
street. 


9751. HEIGHT OP PENT¬ 
HOUSES AND ROOF STRUC¬ 
TURES. Penthouses or roof struc¬ 
tures for the housing of eleva¬ 
tors, stairways, tanks, ventilating 
fans, television terials or similar 
equipment required to operate 
and maintain the building; fire 
or parapet walls, sky 11 g h t s. 
ti.'wors. roof signs, flagpolec, 
chimneys, smokestacks, wireless 
masts and similar structures may 
be erected above the height limits 
prescribed by this chapter, but 
no penthouse or roof structure or 
any other space above the height 
limit prescribed for the zone in 
which tho building is located 
shall be allowed for the purpOM 
of providing additional floor 
space. 

9572. YARD REGULATIONS. Ex¬ 
cept as provided in this iwrt 
every required front, side and 
rear yard shall be open and \m- 
obstructed from the ground to 
the sky. No yard or open space 
provided around any building or 
buildings for tho purpose of com¬ 
plying with the provisions of this 
chapter as It pertains to any 
given lot shol* be considered os 
providing a yard or open space 
on any adjoining property. 

9753. MODIFICATION OF SIDE 
YARD REQUIREMENTS — COM¬ 
BINED LOTS. When the common 
boundary lino soparttlng two con¬ 
tiguous lots is covea^ by a 
building or permitted group of 
buildings, .such lots shall consti¬ 
tute a single buUding site, and 
the side yard as required by this 
chapter shall then not apply to 
such common boundary line. 

9754. YARD REQUIREMENT — 
EXISTENCE OF MORE THAN 
ONE MAIN BUILDING. Whore 
two or more buildings are. by 
definition of this chapter, con¬ 
sidered main buildings, then the 
front yard requirerant shall apply 
only to the building closest to 
the front lot line and the rear 
yard requirements shall apply 
only to the building closest to 
the rear lot line, and there shrJl 
be a distance between such main 
buildings equal to twice the re¬ 
quired width of the side yard on 
buch lot. 

D755. YARD REQUIREMENTS ~ 
PROPERTY ABUTTING HALF 
STREETS. A building or struc¬ 
ture shall not be erected or 
maintained cn a lot which abutc 
a highway having only a portion 
of its required width dedicated, 
or wher j no part of such dedica¬ 
tion would normally revert to 
said lot If the highway were 
vacated, unless the yards provid¬ 
ed and maintained In connec¬ 
tion with such building or 
•structuro havee a width or depth 
of that portion of the lot needed 
to complete the road width, plus 
the width or depth of the yards 
required on the lot by this chap¬ 
ter. If any. This section applies 
to all zones and whether or not 
yards are rcqulied. 

This section does not reo.ulre 
a yard of such width or depth 
as to reduce the bulldable width 
of a corner lot to lees than 
forty feet. 

9756. MEAS UREMENT OF 
FRONT YARDS. Front yard re¬ 
quirements shall be measured 
from tho front property line or 
the Indicated edge of a public 
or private street for which a 
pr(»al8© plan exists or from the 
edge of any setback established 
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by a setback ordinance, whlch- 
Bver la thj Rreateat distance from 
the center line of the street. 

ON CUL-DE-SAC. Thu depth of 
on lots 

faclns directly upon the arc of 
a cul-de-sac shall be measured 
on an arc paraUel to the front 
property linen comprising the arc 
of tho 2ul-de*-8ac and a 

aistanco therefrom one-half the 
required front yard depth as 
prescribed for each zone. This 
modified front yard shsU extend 
around the ctrcumferance of the 
cul-do-aac only to the points at 
which tho rear lines of the re¬ 
quired front 5'ard. on the por¬ 
tions of the strtdt not located 
on the cul-do-nac, extended, in¬ 
tersects the arc rcpresentlns the 
rear line of the modified re¬ 
quired front yard. 


f»758. WIDTH ON A CUL-DE- 
SAC. Nothwlth-standlnj? the mcdl- 
rled required front yard around 
a cul-de-sac. the depth of the 
standard required front yard shall 
continue to be used in d'^ter- 
minlnK the required width of a 
lot on a cul-de-sac. 

9759. VISION CLE A R A N C R. 
CORNER LOTS. All corner lots 
subject to yard requirements ‘ihall 
mnlntsln for safety ^lslon pur¬ 
poses a triangular area one angle 
of which shall be formed bv the 
front and aide lot lines and the 
sides of such triangle forming 
the corner angle shall each be 
fifteen feet in length measured 
from tho aforementioned angle. 
Tlie third side of said trianglo 
shall be a ctralght line connect¬ 
ing tho last two mentioned 
points which arc distant fifteen 
feet from the Intersection of th» 
fron and side lot lines, and 
within the area of comprising 
said triangle no tree. wall, fence, 
hedge or shrub or other physi¬ 
cal obstnictlcn higher than foii^- 
two Inches above the established 
grade shall be pormltttd. 


9760. DWELLINGS AND APART¬ 
MENTS OVER STORES. Front 
yard and side yard requlrementr 
shall not be applicable to dwel¬ 
lings and apartments erected 
above stores. 

9761. PERMISSIBLE PROJEC¬ 
TION OF STRUCTURES INTO 
YARDS. 

(a) Cornices, Eaves, et cet¬ 
era. Oomicee. eaves, belt 
courses, sills, and other simi¬ 
lar architectural features may 
extend or project into a re¬ 
quired side yard, provided that 
in no cose may such encroach¬ 
ment be located closer than 
three (3) feet to any property 
lines, nor nearer to finish 
ground level than seven (7) 
foot. 


(b) Fireplaces. A fireplace 
structure, not wider than 
eight (8) feet measured par¬ 
allel to the side lot line upon 
which It faces and which Is 
Incorporated as a part of the 
side of the main building, may 
prolate Into the required side 
yard a distance of elghtteen 
(18) Inch'^s. provided such pre- 
ject*rm dees not reduce the 
remaining side yard to less 
than three (3) feet. 

(c) Piro Escapes. A fire es¬ 
cape may extend or protect 
Into anv front or side yard 
not mere than four (4) feet. 

(d) Stairways and Balconies. 
An onon unenclosed stairway 
or balcony not covered bv a 
roof or canopy may extend or 
protect Into a required front 
yard not more than thirty (?0) 
Inches. 


9766. THROUGH LOTS. Through 
lots one hundred eighty (180) 
feet or more In depth may be 
improved as two separate lots, 
with the dividing line midway 
between the street frontages, and 
each resulting one-half shall be 
subject to tho control applying 
to the street upon which such 
oue-half faces. If the division 
rc.sults in parcels having less 
than the minimum lot area re¬ 
quired In this chapter, then no 
division may be made. If the 
whole of any through lot Is im¬ 
proved as one building site, the 
main building shall conform to 
the zone cla«islflcatlon of tho 
frontage upon which such main 
building faces and no accessory 
building shall be located closer to 
either street tlian the distance 
constituting the required front 
yard on such street. 


»YOY. LUT AREA NOT TO BE 
REDUCED. No let area shall be so 
reduced or diminished that the 
lot area, yards or other open 
spaces .shall be .smaller than 
prerorlbed by this chapter, nor 
Siiall the density of population 
be Increased In any manner ex¬ 
cept in conformity with the regu¬ 
lations established by this chap¬ 
ter. 


y/W. UKEATER LOT AREA 
MAY BE REQUIRED. Greater lot 
areas thin those prescribed In 
the various zones may be re¬ 
quired when such greater areas 
are established by the adoption 
of a preci.se plan. In the man¬ 
ner prescribed by law. desi$bia- 
tlng the location and size of 
such greater required areas. 


9769, SUBSTANDARD LOTS. 
When a lot has less than the 
minimum required area of width 
as 5iet forth in any of the zones 
contained herein, or in a precise 
Plan, and wea of record on Octo¬ 
ber 1. 1955. jruch lot shall be 
deemed to have complied with 
the minimum reaulrer lot area 
or width as set forth in ar.y 
such zone- or precise plan. The 
area per dwelling unit shall, how¬ 
ever. remain as specified In each 
zone, except that such sub¬ 
standard lot shall qualify for one 
single-family residence, in any 
event. 


9770. DIVISION OF LOTS CON¬ 
TAINING MORE THAN MINIMUM 
REQUIRED AREA. When any lot 
In any zone contains a greater 
hrea than tho required minimum 
area of the zone in which it le 
contained, then each imlt of the 
required minimum area con¬ 
tained In such lot may be uti¬ 
lized os a separate lot. provided 
that anv division does not create 
mere than four lots and that 
c*ach such lot thus created com¬ 
plies with tho provl.slons of the 
subdivision ordinance governing 
split lots. 


9771. PUBLIC UTILITIES. The 
provisions of this chapter shall 
rot bo construed to limit or 
Intrrefero with the InsallaUon. 
ri*nlntenanco and operation of 
public utility plpeilnrs and elec¬ 
tric or telephone tran-^mlsslon 
lines or railroads when located In 
accordance with the applicable 
rules and regul.ntlr.ns of the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Oomml.^on of the 
State of California, within rights- 
of-way easements, franchises or 
ownerships of Fuch public utili¬ 
ties. 


9772. TEMPORARY REAL ES¬ 
TATE OFFICE. One temporary 
real estate oflce and one tem¬ 
porary real estate billboard con¬ 
taining not more than 120 
square feet In area may be lo¬ 
cated on any new subdivision In 
any zone, provided that mich of¬ 
fice and billboard. If In any 
“R” zone, shall be removed at the 
end of two years from the date 
of recording of the map of the 
flubdlvision upon which said of¬ 
fice and billboard are located. 


The nonconforming use of a non- 
conforming building may be con¬ 
tinued. and may be expanded or 
extmded throughout such build¬ 
ing so long us such noncon- 
fomlng building remaims noncon¬ 
forming. proyided no structural 
alterations are made except ^ose 
required by law. A nonconforming 
use of a nonccnformlng building 
may be changed to another use 
of the same or more restricted 
classification. 


9781. REQUIRED REMOVAL OF 
NONCONFORMING BUILDINGS. 

(a) In “R” Zones. Every 
nonconformlnng building in 
any of the “R" zones, except 
residential buildings, churches 
and schoois, which noncon¬ 
forming building was designed 
or Intended for a u-se not per¬ 
mitted In the “R” zone In 
which it Is located, shall be 
completely rr moved or altered 
to structurally conform to tho 
uses i>ermltted In the zone In 
which It Is located within the 
herein specified times upon 
notice from the Planning 
Oommlscion, which time is 
measured from the date of 
constructions. In no case shall 
this period of time be leas 
than five years from the date 
of notification by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. As used in 
this section, the designation.^ 
“Type 1 Building," “Type 2 
Building.” “TVpe 3 Building,” 
“‘Type 4 Building” and “Tyiw 
5 Building” are employed as 
defined in the existing build¬ 
ing ordnance. 


(1) If property is occu¬ 
pied by structures of a type 
for which tho exist I n g 
building ordinance does 
not require a building per¬ 
mit. one year. 


(2) Type 4 or Typo 5 
buildings (light conribus- 
tlble frame and wood 
frame), forty years. 

1 3) Type 2 or Type- 3 
buildings (heavy timb r r 
construction and ordinary 
masonry): 

(I) Apartments, officer, 
hotels or reside n c o s 
having stores or offices 
below and apartments 
or offices above. Uiirty- 
flve years. 

(II) Warehouse, stores, 
garages, lofts, thirty- 
five years. 

(III) Factories and in¬ 
dustrial. forty - five 
years. 

(4) Type 1 building (flro 
resistant): 

(I) Offices and hotels, 
forty-five years. 

(II) Theaters, fifty 
years. 

(ill) Warehouses, lofts, 
stores, garages, forty- 
flvo years. 

(iv) Industrial, thirty- 
five years. 

(b) In “M” Zones. 

il) In the “M” zones, 
any residential structures 
existing on October 1. 1955 
shall be considered as non¬ 
conforming uses. but. as 
such, shall be subject only 
to that provision of this 
chapter which prov ides 
that a nonconfo r m 1 n g 
building removed or des¬ 
troyed shall not be replaced 
by otoher than a conform¬ 
ing building 


Uncovered Porches and 
Platform.s. An uncov cred 
porch. Platform or landing 
place which does not extend 
moro than six (6) inches above 
nnf«h grade or above the level 
of the first floor of the build¬ 
ing. whilchever is leneer. may 
extend or project Into anv rc- 
au1re<l front or side yard not 
more thB.n six (6) feet, pro¬ 
vided such projection In a .sido 
yard shall not reduce to les.s 
ehan three feet the unob- 
stnicted pedestrian wav or 
sidewalk on ground level. 


(f) Guard Railings. Guard 
railings for safety protection 
around depressed ramps, open 
work fences, hedges, or land- 
5>pape architectural features 
not more than fortv-two (42) 
Inches In height may be lo¬ 
cated In any front or side 
yard. 

9762. WALL OR FENCE MAY BE 
MAINTAINED. 


(a) Except as hereinafter 
set forth, a wall, fence or 
hedge six (6) feet in height 
may be located and main¬ 
tained on anv part of a lot. 
except that on corner lots all 
such walls, fences or hedges 
shall comply with the provi¬ 
sions of Section ????: 

(b) No fence or wall may 
exceed forty-two (42) Inches 
In height when located within 
25 feet of the front yard lino: 


9773. TEMPORARY CONSTRUC¬ 
TION BUILDINGS. Temporary 
structures for the housing of 
tools and equipment or contain¬ 
ing i^upervlsory offlccvs In con¬ 
nection with major construction 
on ma.1or construction pro.lecta 
may be established and main¬ 
tained during the progress of 
such construction on such pro- 
J<*ct. provided that such tem¬ 
porary /itructuro may not bo 
maintained for a period exceeding 
one year. 

9774. STORAGE OF TRAILERS. 
Tlie stonvge of one trailer on 
any lot of record Is permissive 
provided such trailer is not used 
for living or sleeping purposes 
while on the premises. Is not 
connect»d to any sewer or water 
facility and Is not located In 
any required front or side yard.

9775. NONCONFORMING USE 
LIMITS OTHER USES. While a 
nonconforming use exists on any 
lot, no additional use may bo 
established thereon, even though 
such use would be a conforming 
use. 


(2) Every nonconforming 
building In the “M” zones 
which is used for, or de¬ 
voted to. any hospital (ex¬ 
cept emergency hosplals), 
hotel, institution or home 
for tho treatment of con¬ 
valescent persons. alco¬ 
holics. tho wounded or 
mentally Infirm, lodging 
houses, schools, tral 1 e r s 
used for hiunan habitation, 
or trailer perks, and which 
nonconforming bull ding 
was deolgned or intended 
for a uso not permitted In 
the “M” zone In which it 
is located, shall be com- 
pletolv removed or altered 
to structurally conform to 
the usee permitted in the 
zone in which it is located 
within the herein specified 
times upon notice from the 
Planning Commission, 
which times are measured 
from the date of construc¬ 
tion, except that In no case 
shall this period of time 
be less than five years from 
the date of such notice. As 
used In this section, the 
designations “Type 1 Build¬ 
ing”. “Type 2 Building”, 
“Type 3 Building”, “Type 
4 Building” and “Type 5 
Buluding” are employed as 
defined In the existing 
building ordinance. 

(1) Where property Is 
unimproved except for 
structures of a type for 
which the existing 
building ordinance does 
not require a building 
permit, one year. 


(c) Where a retaining wall 
protects a cut below the na¬ 
tural grade and Is located on 
ttw lino .separating lots, such 
retaining wall may be topped 
by a fence, wall or hedge of 
the .same height that would 
otherwise be permitted at the 
location If no retaining wall 
existed. Where a retaining 
wall contaln.s a fill, the 
height of the retaining wall 
built to retain the fill shall 
bo considered ss contributing 
to the permissible height of 
a fence, solid wall or hedge, 
provided that in any event, 
a protective open work fence 
or wall not more than forty- 
two (42) Inches in height may 
bo erected at the top of the 
retaining wall. An open work 
fence moans a fence In which 
tho component solid portlon.s 
are evenly distributed and 
constitute not more than GO 
percent of the total surface 
area of the face of the fence. 

9763. INCREASE OF SIDE YARD 
WHERE REAR OF DWELLINGS 
ARUT SIDE YARD. Where two- 
faniilv dwellipf^ or multiple- 
family dwellings, group houses, 
court apartments or row dwell¬ 
ings are arranged so that the 
pear of such dwellings abut upon 
tile side yards, end such dwell¬ 
ings hav3 openings onto such 
side yards used as means of ac- 
cefla to the dwellings, the re¬ 
quired Ride yards to the rear of 
such dwellings rball be increased 
by one foot for each dv’elllrg 
unit having on entrance or exit 
oiienlng into or served by stich 
yard, provided such increase need 
not exceed five (5) feet. Open. 
unenclos>l porches not extendlng 
above the level of the first floor 
may prolect into the required 
width of such side yard, provided 
such porches slinll not r^uce to 
leas than three feet the unob¬ 
structed pedestrian wav or side¬ 
walk at ho ground level. 

9764. INCREASE OF SIDE YARD 
WHERE MULTIPLE OR ROW 
DWELLINGS FRONT UPON A 
SIDE YARD. The minimum width 
of the .side yard upon which 
dwellings front shall be not less 
than *>00 and one-half times the 
width of the rtdo yard to the rear 
of such dwellings. Open, unen¬ 
closed porches not extending 
above the level of the first floor 
m.fty prolect into the side yard 
\ip6n which such dwellings front 
a distance of not more than 20 
percent of the width of such 
.side yard. 

9765. MAIN BUILDING ON LOT 
OR BUILDING SITE. Any build¬ 
ing which is the only building 
on a lot or building site Is a 
main building unless authorized 
by variance. 


9776. REMOVAL OF NONCON¬ 
FORMING BUILDINGS OB 
CHANGE IN STATUS OF NON- 
CONFORMING USE. If any non- 
confoniiing building Is removed, 
every future use of the land on 
which the building is located 
sliaJl conform to the provisions 
of this chapter. If a noncon¬ 
forming use vacates and Is suc¬ 
ceeded by another and more re- 
strictlvo use. It Is evidence that 
the heavier ncnconforming use 
was ended and thereupon im¬ 
mediately loses any vested right 
as such. 


If the substitute use is itself 
nonconforming, the degree of 
nonconfonnii.y shall not siibse- 
qucntly be increased by changing 
to a less restricted use. 

9777. PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE 
— APPLICATION. The provisions 
of this part shall apply to build¬ 
ings. lands and uses which here¬ 
after become nonconforming due 
to any reclassification of zones 
imder this chapter. 

9778. NONCONFORMING USE 
OF LAND — NO STRUCTURE 
INVOLVED. In any 2 K>nc the non- 
conforming use of land wherein 
no atructiu'e Is involved shall be 
abated within five years from 
October 1. 1955, and any further 
use of such land shall conform 
to tho provisions of this chapter. 
If tho nonconforming use of land 
existing on October 1. 1955 is 
thereaftsr discontinued for six 
monrhs or more, any future uso 
of 6\ich land shall conform to 
the provUlons of thjs chapter. 

9779. NONCONFORMING USE — 
CONFORMING BUILDING. 

(a) In “R” or “C“ Zones. All 
nonconforming uses of a con¬ 
forming building In any of 
tho “R” or “C” zones shall be 
discontinued within one year 
from the date of formal notice 
to tho owner by the Planning 
Conimlsslon. 


(b) In “M” Zones. The non¬ 
conforming use of a conform¬ 
ing building which Is devoted 
to ‘Uiy residential purpose, 
hospital (except emergen c y 
hocHpltals) . hotel, institution 
or home for the treatment of 
convAloacent persons, alcoho¬ 
lics. the wounded or mentally 
Infirm, lodging houses, schools, 
trailers used for human habi¬ 
tation. or trailer parks shall 
bo completely removed before 
the expliatlon of a ton-year 
period measured from the date 
this chapter becomes applic¬ 
able to It.

9782. COMMISSION TO DETER¬ 
MINE CONDITIONS OF ABATE¬

spomdbUlty pf the Planning 
Commission, cn its own initiative, 
to fix a date upon which the 
nonconforming building was esta¬ 
blished. It shall also be the re- 
bponslbillty of the Planning Com¬ 
mission to determine whether, by 
leason of structural alterations or 
eiilargemenis. or the installation 
of major equipment designed 
Into tho building prior to the 
date this chapter becomes applic¬ 
able thereto.

granted in the manner herein¬ 
after forth in this part. 

Any variance granted shall be 
f-ubject to such conditions as 
will assure that the adjustment 
thereby authorized shall not con¬ 
stitute a grant of special privi¬ 
leges inconsistent with tho liml- 
tQtlon.s upon other properties in 
the vicinity and zone In which 
such property is situated. 

A variance shall not be granted 
fof a parcel of property which 
authorizes a use or activity which 
is not otherwise cxproasly auth¬ 
orized by the zone regulation 
governing tho parcel of property. 

9801. SAME — BURDEN OF 
OF PROOF. Before any zone var¬ 
iance Is granted, the applicant 
shall show, to the reasonable sat¬ 
isfaction of the body hearing 
such matter, that there are spe¬ 
cial circumstances applicable to 
the property involved, such p.s 
size, shape, topography, location 
or surroundings, which do not 
generally apply to other adja¬ 
cent properties Included in the 
same zone as the subject prop¬ 
erty, which make the granting of 
the zone variance necessary In 
order to facilitate a reasonable 
use of the property Involved.

9820. APPLICATIONS FOR VAR¬ 
IANCE OR CONDITIONAL USE 
PERM! TS; WITHDRAWAL 
THEREOF. Applications for a 
zone variance, conditional use 
permit, shall be filed by the 
owner of the property affected 
thereby, or his agent, with the 
Director, on forme furnished by 
the Director, which shall set 
forth fully the nature of the 
proposed use. and the facts 
deemed sufficient to iustify the 
granting of the variance or con¬ 
ditional uso permit. In ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of 
this part. 

The applicant shall furnish to 
the Director an accurate list of 
the names and addresses of all 
property owners to whom notice 
must be given as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 


9821. FILING FEES — WITH¬ 
DRAWAL. Each cuch original ap¬ 
plication. modification application 
or appeal, shall be accompanied 
by a filing and processing fee in 
an amount as .set by the Coun¬ 
cil. Anv applicant may withdraw 
his application by filing a writ¬ 
ten request to do so at any time 
prior to final action thereon; 
provided that there shall be no 
refund of fees. 


9822. HEARINGS. E\pry appli¬ 
cation for A zone variance or con¬ 
ditional use pCTmit shall be set 
for a public hearing before the 
Commission by the Director. 
Hearings may be contlntied from 
time to time by the Commission 
or Council, os It may deem neces¬ 
sary. 


9823. CONDITIONS. The grant¬ 
ing of any zone variance or con¬ 
ditional U.SC permit may be con¬ 
ditioned. The purpose of any 
such conditions shall be to in- 
.«nire that the activity thus per¬ 
mitted will be conduct^ In a 
manner consistent with the pub¬ 
lic peace, safety, general welfare, 
and the provisions of this chap¬ 
ter. 


9824. NOTICES. Notice of tho 
time and place of public hear¬ 
ings before the Commission and 
Council on zone variance and 
conditional use permit applica¬ 
tions shall be given by United 
States mail, postage prepaid, nd- 
dresed o the owners of property 
located within a radius of three 
hundred (300) feet from the ex¬ 
ternal boundaries of the prop¬ 
erty to which the application re¬ 
lates. addressed d said owners 
as shown on the latest equalized 
assessment roll of the County of 
Los Angeles, or from other re¬ 
cords which contain more recent 
and accurate addresses. 


Such notices shall describe the 
subject property, and contain a 
brief description of the propos-'d 
use. and the date, time and 
place of the hearing. 

P825. COMMISSION ACTION. 
Within a reasonable time after 
the public hearing upon a var¬ 
iance or conditional use permit 
application, the CommLsslon. by 
re.solutlon. shall approve, condi¬ 
tionally approve or deny the 
same. Said resolution shall con¬ 
tain a brief statement of facts 
upon which its action is based. 
Within .'joven (7). days following 
the adoption of such a resolu¬ 
tion. the Commission's secretan; 
shall forward a copy thereof to 
the City Clerk, to the applicant 
and to any other person re¬ 
questing tho same. 


P826. EFFECTIVE DATE OF OR¬ 
DER GRANTING OR DENYING 
VARIANCE OR CONDITIO N A L 
USE PERMIT: TIME FOR AP¬ 
PEAL. 'The resolution of the 
Commission gran1>ing or denying 
a tone variance or conditional use 
permit shall become effective 
and final on the fourteenth day 
following its adoption, unices 
within such period of time an 
appeal. In writing. Is filed with 
the Planning Commission, by the 
applicant or any ether Interested 
person. Any such appeal shall he 
accepted for filing only upon the 
payment of on appeal fee as set 
by the City Council. Within .said 
fourteen (14) day period, the City 
Council, bv motion carried by 
not less than three (3) afflrm.a- 
tlve votes, may appeal the deci¬ 
sion of the Commission to itself; 
such action shall be deemed, for 
all purposes, an appeal. 

The decision of the Commlc- 
slon shall be final and conclu¬ 
sive in the absence of a timely 
filed appeal.

9829. FAILURE TO GIVE NO¬ 
TICE. Inadvertent failure to give 
notice in the manner herein¬ 
above prescribed shall have no 
effect upon any proceeding be¬ 
fore the Commission or the Coun¬ 
cil. 


DIVISION 4 ~ 

REVOCATION, MODIFICATION 
AND EXPIRATION 


9830. REVOCATION OF VAR¬ 
IANCES AND CONDITIONAL USE 
PERMITS. Upon recommendation 
by the Director, the body which 
initially granted a zone variaiicc 
or conditionad use permit shall 
conduct a noticed public hearing 
to determine whether such var¬ 
iance or conditional use permit 
should be revoked. If the grant¬ 
ing body finds any one of the 
following facts to bo present, it 
shall revoke the variance or con- 
dltlpnol u3e permit: 

(a) That tho variance or 
permit was obtained by fraud; 
or 

(b) 'That the use for which 
such approval was granted has 
ceased to exist bv reason of a 
voluntary abandonment; or 

(c) 'That the permit or 
vwlance granted Is being or 
has been exercised contrary to 
any conditions of approval 
impos*>d upon such permit or 
variance, or In violation of 
any law; or 


(d) 'That the use for which 
the approval was grant.ed Is 
being exercised so as to be 
detrimental to the pub lie 
hoalh or safety, or so as to 
constitute a public nuisance. 


If the revocation hearing is 
conducted by the Commission, Its 
decision sha^ be subject to re¬ 
view on appeol, taken in the time 
and manner set forth In Section 
9826 et .seq. hereof. 

9831. EXPIRATION. Any zone 
variance or conditional use per¬ 
mit shall be null and void If the 
u.se granted thereby is not com¬ 
mence within tho time speci¬ 
fied in the resolution approving 
such zone variance or conditional 
use permit, or. if no time is so 
specified. If commencement does 
not occur within one year from 
the date sold zone variance 
permit Is granted. The granting 
body upon good cause shown by 
he applicant, may extend the 
time limitations imposed pur¬ 
suant to this section, once, for 
a p^od of not to exceed one 
year. Provided that if litigation s 
filed prior to the exercise of such 
rights, attacking the validity of 
such variance or permit, the time 
for evnrcisdng such rlghtvS sh-ul 
be automatically extended pend¬ 
ing a final determination of such 
litigation. 

9832. MODIFICATION. Any con¬ 
dition Imposed upon the grant¬ 
ing of a zone variance or condi¬ 
tional u.ae permit, including a 
zoning device • granted prior to 
the adoption of these regulations, 
may be modified or eliminated, 
or new conditions may be modi¬ 
fied or eliminated, or new con¬ 
ditions may be added, provided 
that the body which granted tho 
zone variance or conditional use 
permit which Is the subject of 
the modification proceeding shall 
first conduct a public hearing 
thereon, noticed in tho same 
manner as Is required for the 
InltlaJ granting of the same. No 
ruch modification shall be grant¬ 
ed unless the granting body 
finds that cuch modification is 
necessary to protect the public 
peace, health and safety, or that 
such action is necessary to per¬ 
mit reasonable operation under 
tho zone variance or conditional 
use permit as granted.

BV PROPERTY OWNERS. Tho 
Director shall prepare a suitable 
applicable form, entltltd “Request 
for Zone Change.” and shall as¬ 
sist any applicant In preparing 
the request form. Any such ap¬ 
plication shall be accepted for 
filing by th© Edrcctor only upon 
the payment by the applicant of 
a filing and processing fee In a 
sum set by the Council. Any ap¬ 
plicant may. In writing, with¬ 
draw his request at any time 
during th© processing of such re- 
ques.t provided, however that 
there shall be no refund of any 
fees paid in connection there¬ 
with. 


9853. COMMISSION ACTION. 
The Commission shall conduct a 
noticed public hearing cn each 
proposed amendment. 'The Sec¬ 
retary of the Commission shall 
give notice of such hearing. 

The applicant, where mailings 
are required, shall supply the 
Director with a list of the names 
of the property owners who own 
property within three hundred 
(300) feet of the external boun¬ 
daries of th© subject property. 
The Director may provide the 
radius map and mailing list for a 
fee to be set by the City Coun¬ 
cil. 


9854. DECISION. After con¬ 
ducting a hearing on any pro¬ 
posed amendment, the Comml-:- 
slon, based upon Its decision ac 
to whether the public interest, 
convenience and necessity so re¬ 
quires, shall take one of th© fol¬ 
lowing courses of action: 

(a) Recommend to the City 
Ooimcil that the requested 
amendment be granted as re¬ 
quested; or 

(b) Recommend to the City 
Council that the requested 
amendment be granted in 
part, or as modified by the 
Commission; or 

(c) Deny the requested 
amendment. 

The Commission's action shall 
be by resolution. Where the Com- 
miasion’s action is to deny the 
requestC'l amendment, such deci¬ 
sion shall be final and conclu¬ 
sive in the absence of an appeal, 
as hereinafter provided.

9856. CITY COUNCIL ACTION, 
in the case cf an appeal from a 
decision of tho Comml.sslon, or 
upon receipt by tho City Clerk of 
a Commission recommendation 
relating to an amendment, the 
Clerk shall give tho same type of 
notice of hearing before the 
Council as is required for hear¬ 
ings before the Planning Com¬ 
mission. The Council shoill con¬ 
duct a de novo hearing upon 
such matter, and shall determine 
whether such amendment is re¬ 
quired. 'n whole or in part, by 
the public Interest, convenience 
ond necessity. 

9857. CONDITIONAL ZONING. 
The City Council may Impose 
conditions of approval upon the 
reclas-slflcation of any property 
from one zone classification to 
another where it finds that such 
conditions must bc^ Imposed so 
that such reclassification shall 
not crente problems Inimical to 
th© public health, safety and 
general welfare of the Chty.

Dear Editor: 

It is with great pleasure 
that I write — on behalf of 
the Industry Environmental 
Council (lEC) — to com¬ 
mend the California State 
Senate Finance Committee 
for its unanimous approval 
(12-0, one member absent) 
of SB 650 (and its compan¬ 
ion bill, SB 651) on Monday, 
June 13. The bill now goes 
to the Senate floor for ap¬ 
proval. 

SB 650 — also known as 
the “Litter Control, Recyc¬ 
ling and Resource Recovery 
Act of 1977” — is an excel¬ 
lent piece of legislation and 
one of which your readers 
should be aware of and sup¬ 
port. Authored by Sen. John 
A. Nejedly (R - Walnut 
Creek). .SB 650 seeks to re¬ 
duce litter and conse r v e 
energy and materials 
through resource recovery. 

The proposed law would 
accomplish this by placing a 
small assessment on manu¬ 
facturers and importers of 
products which are common¬ 
ly found in litter. Funds col¬ 
lected through SB 650 would 
be used for many important 
purposes Including lit t e r 
clean-up and stimulation of 
recycling in California. (A 
similar approach has proven 
to be quite successful in the 
state of Washington. Its 
W'ashington Model Lit ter 
Control Act Iras reportedly 
reduced total litter by 66 per 
cent since its enactment.) 

The lEC wholeheartedly 
supports SB 650. We have 
been attacked by many for 
our active opposition to man- 
darory deposit legislation — 
or the “Bottle Bill.” Such a 
law is discriminatory and 
attacks only a minor seg¬ 
ment of litter. However, SB 
650 represents a comprehen¬ 
sive approach to the total 
litter problem which the lEC 
feels will be successful, 
while, at the same time, not 
interfering with the dyna¬ 
mics of a free marketplace. 

We oncourage your read¬ 
ers to acquaint themselves 
with SB 650 and then con¬ 
tact their state legislators 
and encourage support for 
this much needed legislation.

Skilled specialists 
find thomselv e s pitted 
against Judges, immigration 
officials, vast reaches of a 
disaffected press and an 
endless bureaucracy which 
has taken the dread disease 
as an excuse to beat down 
frightened sufferers. With 
the zeal of the Salem witch 
burners these ghouls make 
of suffering a pastime. It is 
a damnable blot upon our 
once-frec country. 

“Nevertheless, we are 
climbing to new ground at 
last, struggling to bring a 
ray of light into the cancer 
darkness. A new level of re¬ 
mission to cancer may re¬ 
sult (if permitted by ar¬ 
rogant authority to survive). 
Lately, many thousands of 
awakened citizens have de¬ 
tected the signs from the 
medical fraternity that it 
has turned its back upon the 
killer preferring to bump 
along at the old pace. The 
war is turning into a rout, 
with the sufferers on top.”

You Some Water Conservation Tips! 

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait unh'l you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. Ihe average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Our Cost High! 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahji reported this week the 
cost of care for treating undocumented aliens in Los 
Angeles County ranges from $40 to $67 million annually. 

He said the figures were obtained as a result of 
a three-montli study involving 5,372 patients by the De¬ 
partment of Health Services andi that the amount repre¬ 
sents 8.3 to 13.7 per cent of the total cost of health 
care provided by Los Angeles County. 

The actual estimate was between $40,425,000 and 
$67,036,000. 

The total cost of providing health care to all non- 
residents was found to range between $53 and $80 million. 
This would include persons from other counties as well 
as undocumented aliens. 

Haihn said that the study was a further indication 
of the need for sharing by the federal government in the 
cost of caring for undocumented aliens. 

The information obtalnod in the stury will be used 
in Congressional hearings on House Resolution 2400 (the 
Sisk Bill), which would compensate counties for emer¬ 
gency care given to aliens. 

According to the study, an undocumented alien is 
someone who is not a citizen and who lacks evidence of 
permission to be in this county or whose temporary visa 
or permit has expired. 

The study indicated that most of the costs were for 
emergency care, evaluation, and public health services 
mandated by the state.

Budget Surplus!

Can $2% billion burn a hole in the (^vernor’s pocket? 
Emphatically, yes! California’s $2% billion surplus is an 
overtaking of the people and unless we give it back, the 
politicians are going to spend it. 

Where did ail that money come from when the 
Governor said, "No new taxes.” He did say no NEW 
taxes. He did not say no higher OLD ones. 

Cost of-living pay increases are pushing Californians 
into ever-higher income tax brackets because the tax 
collector takes an ever-higher percentage of income in 
steeply progressive steps. 

Our Governor has opposed “indexing,” a process by 
which State income taxes would be adjusted dovm as 
inflation goes up so that the State would get no more 
inflationary windfalls. The sales taxes S® up too ^- 
cause the percentages are applied: to the prices which 
are also rising. Property taxes rise on existing homes 
because residential market values reflect the soaring 
cost of bullllng new homes. What’s the cause — infla¬ 
tionary deficit spending at the federal government level 
_had financial policy at the national level where gov¬ 
ernment spends more money than it talces in. That causes 
Inflation. 

We need to treat the disease, “spenditis.” Eighty-five 
per cent of government spending in California goes to 
pay salaries. The taxpayers can’t afford any more. 

In the short-term, I say, “Give that $2% billion sur¬ 
plus back to the people by lowering the sales tax one 
cent, index the income tax and split the tax roles be¬ 
tween homeowners and commercial property.” ®ut, in any 
event, give the money back to the people who paid it. 

In just 20 years the number of state employees in 
California has grown from 88,000 to 213,000, a 242 per 
cent increase, while population only went up 42 per cent.

A Rip-Off? 


Auto insurance companies in California made $259 
million more in administrative costs and profits last year 
than during 1975, according to information received by 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn. 

“And, at the same time the insurance companies are 
continuing to plead poverty and are continually raising 
their premiums,” Hahn said. 

The May 26 edition of the Underwriters’ Report, the 
magazine of the insurance industry, said the auto in¬ 
surance companies took in $2.4 billion in premiums during 
1976 aind paid out $1.6 billion in claims. 

Their administrative costs and profits were $856 
million. 

The previous year, the companies took in $2 billion 
and paid out $1.4 billion, leaving administrative costs and 
profits at $597 million. 

“This means the administrative costs and profits of 
California auto Insurance companies increased 43 per cent, 
or $259 million, last year,” Hahn said. 

‘It is another example of the big myth being carried 
out by the insurance companies.” 

Hahn noted the profits don’t include the interest 
earned by having billions of dollars in premiums of mo¬ 
torists invested, whioh he believes may be in the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

“The simple fact is motorists of Los Angeles County 
are being outrageously gougel by the auto insurance com¬ 
panies and their big mytli that it is more hazardous to 
drive in urban areas,” Hahn said. 

Almost every city in Los Angeles County can be 
compared with, a city in California of comparable size, 
and motorists here are paying more for auto insurance 
while having lower injury accident rates. 

Comparing Sierra Madre with otlier communities out¬ 
side of Los Angeles Cbunty, his chart showed that Sierra 
Madre was paying a plus nine per cent. The comparison 
was between Sierra Madre with a population of 12,150 and 
the other city with a population of 15,200. The chart showed 
tliat Sierra Madre injury accidents were 40 compared to 
the other city’s 79 or a difference of minus 37 per cent. 
Hahn supplied: the charts as part of his continuing effort 
to prove insurance redlining is costing Los Angeles Oounty 
motorists millions of dollars In extra premiums each year. 

Savings? 

A far-reaching practical plan for giving better and 
speedier j-ustice at a lower cost to the taxpayers has been 
adopted by the Board of Supervisors at the reqiuest of 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn. 

By a split, three-to-two vote (Hahn, Ward and Scha- 
barum, yes; Hayeg and Edelman, no), the Board endorsed 
the concept of unifying the Municipal and Superior Courts 
of California into a single trial court. 

The potential savings is $50 million a year in Cali¬ 
fornia, Hahn said. 

By the same three-to-two vote, the supervisors denied 
a request to add 34 judges to the Superior Court at a 
cost of $3.8 million.

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


Q. — When a friend and 1 
were talking about stocks 
we each own, he told me 
that I had the wrong kind 
of Cliemical stocks. He said 
if I really wanted to make 
money over the long pull, 
I’d put my money into wha* 
lie called “specialty” chemi¬ 
cal stocks. I think I under¬ 
stand what he said, but 
would you tell me what 
“spiecialty” chemical stocks 
are and if j^ou think they 
have any special advantages 
as investments. 

A. — The record of a 
number of specialty chemi¬ 
cal companies would confirm 
that they are likely to be 
more rewarding Investments 
than the big general chemi¬ 
cal firms. The big ones have 
been good investments, but 
the specialty firms in many 
cases have been extraordin¬ 
arily good. The specialty 


firms seem to grow steadier 
and to a greater degree. 

The characteristics of spe¬ 
cialty chemical firms make 
them easy to recognize. They 
have a product that is "dif¬ 
ferent.” It is not a bulk 
chemical, but one that has 
been especially formulated 
to do a specific job. Its pro¬ 
duct is likely to be used by 
thousands of businesses as 
contrasted with the relatively 
smaller number of concerns 
which use the hulk chemi¬ 
cals. Its formula is likely to 
be more complex. It will do 
special jobs such as treat 
water, change the properties 
of an item like an oil or fuel 
additive, kill specific weeds 
or insects, or cause parts to 
adhere to one another. 

The specialty chemi cal 
companies develop some 
other propert i e s which 
strengthen their competitive

positions. Because of their 
special formulation, they 
are likely to have research 
departments with spec i a 1 
abilities and therefore ones 
that are hard for other 
manufacturers to duplicate. 
Also because their products 
meet the special needs of 
customers, they develop 
sales forces with special 
skills in adapting their pro¬ 
ducts to customers needs. It 
becomes difficult for com¬ 
petitors to develop a simi¬ 
larly skilled sales for c t. 
These two depar t m e n t s 
working together: the salts 
force discovering new prob¬ 
lems that customers have 
and the research department 
going to work on solutions 
are a winning combination 
in producing a growing and 
competition-proof business.

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Know About Collect Calls 

No Need To Pay Far Any 
Misdialed Nos., Says GTE 

‘In today’s Jet Age, a phone call is still “the fastest 
way to get there,” but sometimes callers reach a destina¬ 
tion farther away than they planned. 

A mere slip of the finger - 


will do it. 

One misdialed digit, and a 
caller In Los Angeles at¬ 
tempting to dial a friend di¬ 
rect in Santa Barbara (Area 
Code 805), can be connected 
with a stranger in Richmond, 
Virginia (Area Code 804). 

“It’s not difficult to mis- 
dial a number, but is cus¬ 
tomers make a mistake in 
dialing multi-message unit 
or long distance numbers, 
they don’t have to pay for 
their error,” said Jack M. 
King, area public affairs ad¬ 
ministrator for General Tele¬ 
phone Company. 

King said that customers 
making a mistake should 
call the operator immediate¬ 
ly, say they dialed incc<r- 
rectly, and the operator will 
see that .no charge for the 
call appears on their bill. 

“Or, if customers neglect 
to notify the operator right 
away and are charged for 
the call on their next phone 
bill, they can call their local 
telephone company business 
office to clear up the mat¬ 
ter,” King said. 

"It’s General Telephone’s 
ix>licy to credit customers 
who notify us about mis¬ 
dialed calls,” he added. 
“Basically, it works the 
same way as a department 
store crediting custom e r s 
who return merchandise.’’ 

Customer representatives 
in the company’s local busi¬ 
ness offices have cxDpies of 
customer’s bills and can 
readily identify a misdialed 
call if it lasts a minute or 
less. 

If a misdialed call lasts 
longer (possible due to diffi¬ 
culties in establishing that 
the caller reached a wrong 
number) it’s helpful. King 
said, if the customer knows 


the time and date of the 
wrong number reached. This 
information makes it easier 
to trace and identify the call 
on the customer’s bill. 

Another telephone tip es- 
pepecially for parents wdth 
small children; Explain that 
accepting collect calls means 
that they, .atid not the caller, 
must pay for the call. Par¬ 
ents should also instruct 
their children how to handle 
a collect call if the parents 
aren’t at home or are un¬ 
available to answer the 
phone. 

“Children often accept col¬ 
lect calls which their parents 
don’t learn about until they 
receive their telephone bUls.” 
King said. "Collect calling is 
popular and useful, but only 
when it is understood by all 
telephone users.”
